Farmer* were cut off from the mar¬ 
kets and from the advantages of com¬ 
ing in touch with city life by the ini- 
pMMkahle mads, which made even 
horseback riding uncomfortable ami 
a burden to the rider and to the horse. 

Road building ha* opened up the 
country districts. It has given possi¬ 
bilities to the farmer* and to the 
fruit growers and the truckers to 
bring their produce to market.
